REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 6/16/2008 has been entered. Claims 1-28 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Aung et al fail 
to disclose or suggest that a clock synthesizer comprising a clock and data recovery 
(CDR) circuit including a serial data input, said CDR circuit operable when a serial data 
stream is applied thereto via said serial data input for recovering a clock signal from the 
serial data stream; a clock source input for receiving a clock source signal having a 
fixed transition density, the clock source input coupled to said serial data input for 
applying the clock source signal to said CDR circuit; and the CDR circuit responsive to 
the clock source signal received at the serial data input thereof for producing a desired 
clock signal; a second CDR circuit having a serial data input, said second CDR circuit 
operable when a serial data stream is applied thereto via said serial data input for 
recovering a clock signal from the serial data stream, said clock synthesizer apparatus 
including a clock source input for receiving a clock source signal, said clock source 
input coupled to said serial data input for applying said clock source signal to said 
second CDR circuit, said second CDR circuit responsive to said clock source signal for 
producing said transmit serialization clock signal; and a transmit data output coupled to 
said data serializer for transmitting said output serial data stream. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
